Four moaths
abead is none too soon to begin the active,
aggressive campaign demanded by the
large opportunities lying open to the saso-
cistion and which ean be turned to the
best advastage only by the support and co-
operation of musical folks throughout the
Btate,

Remember that, though the first two
meetings are held in Philadelphia, this as-
socistion is by no means a Jocal enmterprise
of that eity—no more s0 than Congress isa
loeal affair of Washington. It belongs to
the whole State. The western end is justas

much interested as the eastern in ﬂkil&

the coming meeting & success. And

for no other reason than the selfish at

our hearty assistance in this meet will

tend to draw similar co-operation from the

::m of the Stats for the meetings to be held
ere.

Nor is the scope of the sssociation &t all
s limited as its title would indicate. Not
suly teschers, but all intelligent music-
lovers nod their every interest, fall within
its bounds, Siogers, players of musical in-
struments, crities and writers on musical
toqiies share with teachers the right to antive
membership at 8§l a year, while all athers
interested in the art, thoagh not professing
or praciiecing any of its branches, may for s
like fee become associntes, entitled to all
privileges but voting and holding office.

Really the name should be altered in some
such way as has been proposed for the
vationsl body of the same sims—say the
“Penneylvania Society for the Promotion
of Musical Art,” or some other expression
of the true, broad seope of the organization.

Sinoe the list of officers and committees
for this vear was published in this column
some few changes have occurred. Mr.
Frederic 8. Law, the Secretary and
Treasurer, hus remoyed from Philadelphiato
Springfield, Mo., and has therefore resigned
that double office. The Exscutive m-
mittee bas filed the vacancy by eleetini.llr.
Edmand Wolsiefler, of Philadelphia, &
brother of the President. Another change
is the nppointment of Mr, Carl Maeder, of
Pitisburg, as Chairman of the Specialist
Committee on violia and string instruments.
Mr. Phillip Dornberger is Vice President
for Allegheny county, and Mr. Joseph H.
Gittiogs our member of the me
Committes, either of whom will, doubtless,
be glad to receive membership subscriptions
or give further information.

Among the duties of officers as set forth
in the constitution fs this: “‘Section 8. To
try to induce the editors of the local presa
to give more space to musical i and
the Vice Presidents shall send to the editors
items and articles, original or selected that

will tend to sdvance the appreciation of

better wosic.” The members of specialist
committees have the same duties imposed
upon them,

This particolar duty is here w upon
the attention of all the Vice-Presidents and
committee members in this and other wesi-
ern counties, THE DIsPATCH hasalways
been conduoted, as far as possible, upon
lines that *‘tend to advanee the appreciation
of betier musie.” And now, as & mem
of the Specialist Committee on musical
literature and journalism, the writer fesls
asn odditiooal incentive to persevere in
the same direction and ¢to 'T"‘
on the part of fellow-members, officers
and commitieemen of the P. 8 T. A
such co-operation as i above suggested.

York, are two pames deserving of special
mention. Miss Eieanor Warner Everest,
ove of the prinecipal teachers of singing
possesses the prond distinction of being the
only pupil of Mme, Marchesi to whom
that famous teacher has given a written cer-
tifieate of sbility to temch her own method
in & manner satisfactory to its originator.
As the writer knows from private sources,
Mme. Marchesi yet speaks of Miss Everest
with coufident enthusissm as the best
equipped teacher she has trained.

The new principal of the voeal depart-
ment is Bignor Romualdo Sapio, who will
be remembered as condoctor for Madaume
Patti during her recent tour in the United
States. He is a graduate of Palermo, Italy,
where he received his musical edueation un-
der the direct tuition.of the famons coun-
terpointist, Sigoor Pietro Platania. He
spent the early part of bis career in Milan,
teaching singing in the Royal Chapel of the
Duomo, and fn 1882 began his theatrical
